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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


It was impossible that a poet of so wide a culture and with such an interest 
in the romantic paesages of history as Longfellow shonld not have dealt at 
times with Jewish topice. In his “Golden Legend,” a kind of Faust, 
he introdaces a miracle play on the boyhood of Jesus in which a Jewish 
Rabbi ben Israel sings some intentionally doggrel verses ou Kabbala and 
Mishna aud on Parim. Again,in the “ Tales of the Wayside Inn” one of the 
travellers, a Spanish Jew, tells “a story in the Talmud old, that book of gems, 
that book of gold.” This is the legend of Rabbi [Jeshaa] ben Levi who got 
possession of the sword of death, with whom he had struck up a friendship, 
The results may be read in Longfellow’s poem or in the Talmud Ketabim 71. 
Bat the best-known of the poet's productions dealing with Judaism are his 
pcetic masings on The Jewish Cemetery of Newport.’! Newport was the firs’ 
place in North America where a Jewish. congregation was formed and a syna- 
gogne erected. This temple still exists and is occasionally made use of during 
the season. The poet remarks : 


Gone are the living, but the dead remain 
And not neglected ; for a hand unseen, 
Scattering its bounty like a summer rain 
Still keeps their graves and their remembrance green. 
This care that has eo attracted Longfellow’s sympathy was due to Judah Touro, 


the Sir Moses Montefiore of America, who left a legacy for the purpose. 


A barbarons illustration of the cruel treat: ent which Russian Jews receive at 
the hands of the authorities has occurred during the past week. On March 22nd 
an order was issued by the Minister of the Interior declaring that Jewish 
chemists should no longer be allowed to pursue their calling in St. Petersburg, 
and that they should dispose of their business within a year. Even those Jews 
who manage chemist shops for Christian masters are deprived of their means 
of livelihood by the same order. No reason is given for this act of arbitrary 
tyranny ; the action is based on the principle so thoroughly applied to Jews in 
Russia, “ everything is forbidden that is not expressly allowed.’ Jewish apo- 
thecaries are allowed to reside in St. Petersburg, but it ia nowhere stated that 
they may exercise their profession there. Count Ignatieff will scarcely contend 
that these doly qualified chemists are usurers and “ exploiters,” such as his 
famous Reecript complained about. We can only surmise tbat this action is 
merely one of aimless vexation. After all his planning, with packed Commis- 
sions, &c., Count Ignatieff has found a formidable opponent to his scheme for 
crushing the Jews in the person of the Czar himself, on whom the opinion of 
Europe bas evidentiy made some impression, The Minister of the Interior 
scene to have resorted to this latest act of authority as a petty means of grati- 
lying bis spite, We fiad it impossible to suggest any other motive for an act 
80 Opposed to all the dictates of justice, and so utterly devoid of any sugges- 
tion of beneficial results. So completely without motive does.this arbitrary act 
appear, even to those fully conversant with Russian ideas, that the Gules cannot 
allow that it is true. If carried out, the population of St. Petersburg are per- 
haps even more to be pitied than the Jewish chemists, for it will be difficult, if 


bot impossible, to eupply the places of these duly-qualified mea, and the lives. 


and healths of the inhabitants of the Russian Capital will be at the mercy of 
unqualified novices. The responsibility rests with Count Ignatieff. 


Madame Ragozin, one of the clever Russian ladies who write against the 
Jews of their country, with the enthusiastic acceptance of prejudice which is 
a “pote” of the Sclavonic authoréss’s mind, has published a réchauffée of the 
charges against the Jews of Russia by the convert Jacob Brafmano. Without 
following ber through all the mistaken or obsolete accusations, we.tmay say 
that we heartily agree with ber general conclusion. Bad as is the local govern- 
went of Rossia, its worst result is in exclading the Jews from its operation 
altogether, walling them out and forcing them into a separate body, which 
must perforce legislate for itself, must have its own judges and its own excep- 
Hional taxes in addition to the ordinary taxes, and all collected by ite own 
officers, and is necessarily presented to the eyes of the other elements of the 


_ Population as a distinct, organized, hostile body. Doubtless from their separate 


administration and separate judicial institutions the Jews enjoy a purer form of 
Justice, and instances are not rare in which Christians have voluntarily sought 
the intervention of the Jewish rabbis or judges as arbiters, preferring their 

“ison to that of the State officials. But these and similar benefits are dearly 
bought atthe expense of separateness, which entails the hatred of the populace 
and its frightful outbreaks, of which we have just bean witnesses,

We have received an interesting description of “ Five Weeks at Brody 
among the Russo-Jewish Emigrants,” by Dr. M. Friedliader, who was 
deputed by the Alliance at Vieona to assist M. Netter. Intending only to stay 
a fow days at Brody, Dr. Friedlander wae occupied for five weeka at the labori. 
ons task of satiefying the wants and deciding on the fate of the Russian 
emigiants who crowded to Brody. It is impossible to read without tears the 
heartrending account of the hardships these poor people had to suffer from want 
of shelter and of the barest necessaries of life. M. Netter and his coadjators were 
occupied without cessation from six in the morning till past midnight in arrang- 
ing for the emigration or “ repatriation '’ of the refugees. They had to force 
their way to their bureaux through crowds of anxious coreligionists, and were 
often besieged ia their hotela by farther crowds, Ia the midst of all thei 
anxiety they were thoroughly disheartened by the receipt of a telegram from 


Paris stopping any more emigration to America when they had granted 600 


tickets for that purpose after careful scrutiny of each case. Luckily the telo- 
gram turned ont to be apocryphal, bat Dr. Fried!aader graphically describes the 
feelings of M. Nettcr and himself on receiving it, and the sensation produced among 
the refugees when the news of the telegram spread among them, Tho anxiety 
to be sent to Ameiica was intense,and a touching description is given (unfortu. 
nately too long for quotation) of the suspense, culminating in delirious joy, «i |: 
which one family learnt its fate. . Nothing can impress the mind with a deeper 
sense of the horrors of the Russian persecution than the evident feeling ans ry 
the emigrants that anything would be preferable to going back. Many who were 
found unfit to go to America preferred to brave the terrors of a wivter in 
Brody without resources to recrossing the Russian frontier. Dr. Fried/Aader 
deserves congratulation both for the way in which it is evident be did the work 
assigned to him, and for the way in which he has described it. His pamphlet 
certainly deeerves its second title, “ A Contribution to the History of the 


Russian Persecution of the Jews.”’ 


The students of Jews’ College are evilenciog a commendable epirit in their 
theological studies. On Sunday last a well prepared Paper on the “ Hagada ' 
was opportunely read at the College by Mr. Aaron A. Green and the discussion 
which followed exhibited something more than a mere casual interest in the 
subject. ‘ Nemo” advocated ten-years ego in our columns the preparation of 
such papers and similar diecussions. ‘The College in every department i givi: « 
proofs of its revewed vitality aod increased efficiency in the new premises i. 
Tavistock Square, The Principal, De. Friedlinder, one of the moat learued 
Hebraists of the day, is untiring in his efforts to infuse in his pupils a love of 
learning for its own sake ; that higher regard for sound scholarship which is 
more general in Germany than in England. The Council of the College bas 
not been to an equal degree so successful in impregnatiog the wealthy members 
of the community with a due sense of their responsibilies in adequately support 
ing the institution. | 


Church endState‘boing for the present still united in France—and now likely to 
remain 80 for sowe time to come,the Committee appointed by the Chamber having 
this week resolved by 15 to 3 not to recommend their separatioa—tho Minister 
of France has placed in the budget for 1833 the usual votes towards the main- 
tenance of public worship among the three recogaized religious denomiuations 
in that country. The respective figures furnish us with some interesting iufor- 
mation. The aubvention to the Catoolic Charch, with a clergy namberiag 


45,198, is 51,464,976 france ; to the Protestant Church, with 722 salaried partora, | 


1,679,100 france ; and to the Jewish community, with but 61 rabbis and officiating 
ministers, 222,000 france. It will thus be seen that whilst the average grant por 
head among the Catholics is 1,130 france, and among the Protestants 2,526 france, 
each Jewish rabbi or winister receives on the average nearly 3,649 francs. Too 
French Minister for War has also again given proof of the complete liberty 
which Jews enjoy by announciog that on the ensuing Passovor festivals Jowish 
soldiers will be granted a furlough io order to enable them to spend the entire 
holyday with their families. [n the case of those Jews who are natives of 
Algeria the furlough will be extended. | 


The University of Griefswald has dove honour to itself and has taught a 
lesson of religious toleration, which other academic seats of learning in Ger- 
many might take to heart, by electing Dr. Behrend, Professor ‘of German Law, 
and a Jew, as its Rector, It was, of course, not to be expected that an event 
so undesirable from the point of view of the Anti-Semitic agitators, should be 
passed over without an attack being made by some of the Berlin journals, 
notorious for their hostility to {he Jewe, on the University itself, and on its 
Jowish Rector.

THE “OLONIZATION OF PALESTINE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sin,—Referring to M. Charles Notter’s letter in your last week's issue you 
very properly say, “ whatever M. Netter writes is worth attention,’ and q am 
sure hia letter headed “Ia the Coloniaation of Paiestine by Jews from [aesia 
and Roumania desirable ? ’ will not fail to be treated with respect. Bat for all 
that. there will be many Jews, who like inyeelf, are at variance with him regard. 
ing the negative aoswer he gives to the question put by himself. In support 
of bie view be cies the cases of three colonies in Palestine. The first was 
founded hy Americana fifteen years ago at the gates of Jaffa. The second was 
eatabliabed by Wartembergians, partly near the north end of Jaffa, and partly 
in the neighbourhood of Caiffa. The third was founded two years ago by 
Jewe from Hungary at about two leagues’ distance from Jaffa. All these three 
attempts have failed after a remarkably short time —from a year to eighteen 
mon'ie. Now, sir, I maintain that if a colony fails after so short a period, it 
does not prove that the cause lies in the onsuitableness of the soil or climate. 
To prove this it is only necessary to point to another effort, which has been 
followed by a far more encouraging result. I allude to the Jewish Agricultural 
&hool in Jeffs, which owes its existence to your correspondent, M. Charles 
Netter. That it ia qnite possible for-a Jewish colony to prosper in Palestine, I 
am going t) prove from some of M. Notter's own remarks, contained in the

in bie studies. I have seea his diploma and that of his wife, as wel] as his 
testimonials and other documents. Le speaks Russian aod German, bat no 
English, and is, he says, a thorough Talmudist. 

In Janvary last it was intimated to him that, being a Jew, he must either 
resign his situation or become a Christian. He refused to change his religion 
and in consequence has been compelled to leave Russia. His idea in Coming to 
Hull was to see a relation here and then proceed to New York. I cannot ge 
what good he is likely to do there, but it is, I confess, difficult to know why 
can be done for him in England.

“EVE'S TEMPTER.” 
TO fHE EDITOR OF THE -‘! JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—Some short time ago you published a Note with reference to Pope's wel! 
known couplet : | 

“ Eve's tempter thus the Rabbins have exprest 
A cherub's face, a reptile ali the rest.” 

Whether there is any direst rabbinical authority for this is doubtfal, but there i, 
other authority. In Mr. Murray's, new edition of Pope's works by E'win and 
Courthorpe, 1581 (vol. 3, page 266), the following note is appended : “It is rather 
the old painters than the Rabbins who repre-ent the serpent under this form. The 
latter suppose that he assumed the form ofa reptile only after the curse had been 
pronounced upon him.” The writer of tthe Note proceeds t> quote from Bishop 
Patrick's Commentary on Genesis. Horace in his “ Ars Poetica’’ says: Desinat iy 
The whole passage has been thus translated, “If, 
painter should wish to unite a horses neck to a hnman head and spread a variety 
of plumage over limbs of different animals taken from every part of nature «9 that 
what it a beautiful woman in the upper part terminates unsightlyin an ugly fish "~ 
could you refrain from langhter! The couplet in question is be found in the 
Prologue to the Satires ; a few lines previously Pope speaks of the “ familiar toad ” 
at the ear of Eve. This he took from Milton’s “ Paradise Lost,” book iv, Satan 
arsumed various shapes : Ithuriel and Zephon having searched through the garden 
they found him ‘ Squat like a toad, close at the ear of Eve.” But the most curious 
account is to be found in the article “ Eve in Bayle’s celebrated Dictionary origin- 
ally published in french at Rotterdam in 1720. At page 852 of the English 
edition a great many of “ the fictions to. be fouad in the books concerning the 
serpent’ are collected. The following is the tenth fiction: « It has been feigned 
that the serpeant assumed the face of a beautiful maid when he would temp Eve.” — 
Nicholas de Lyra makes mention of this idle conceit (see Rivinus), and in the 
German Bibles printed before Luther among other figures may be seen that ofa 
serpent with the face of a very handsome maid,” 

I think it ismuch more probable that Pope was indebted to some such source as 
above indicated for his idea as to “ Eve's tempter” than any rabbinical authority, 
supposing it to exist. Probably some of your readers with a little spare tim: will 
follow up the references I have mentioned including the authorities cited by Bayle 
in his famous Dictionary, |

Spanish AND Portucuese Boarp or GuARDIANS.—We have received a copy 
of the third annual report of the Board of Guardians for the Relief of the Poor 
of the Spanish and Portnguese Congregation. Tae total income of the Board 


from all sources daring the year amounted to £3,293 94., and the expenditare 


to £5,049; the annual subscriptions only amounted to £28 17s 61. The balk 
of the income is derived from the trust fuods of the Congregation, The num- 
ber of applications for relief during the year was 3,124—10 per cent. over last 
years returns. The relief to the aged, &c , amounted to £1,091°3s 84.; casual 
relief cost £609 23, 1d., and special relief £299 104. 81., inclading £8 in “ re- 
wards to servants and apprentices” from the funds of ‘ Mahasim Tobim,” 
according to the laws of which Society avy apprentice who has behaved to the 
satisfaction of his employer for two years is entitled to apply for a reward, and 
eight euch rewards were grauted duriog the year. Loans were granted to the 
amount of £120. The number of poor ona the register of the Board amounted 
at the close of the year to 233 families, consisting of 1,296 souls. The Board 
is undonbtedly most economically managed. The “ working expenses 
amounted to the very moderate sum of £145 7s, 104., being only 44 per cent. 
of the total amount distributed. Apart trom the peculiar circumstauces which 
appear to warrant the existence of this distinctive Board of Guardians, it 18 
uite clear that it is both economically and jndicious!y managed.

STEPNEY JEWISH SCHOOLS. 


—— 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Stepney Jewish Schools was held 
on Sunday last at the Schools, Mr. Marous N. ADLER, President, in the chair, 

After the transection of the preliminary businese, Mr. Henry Hymane, the 
honorary secretary, read the annual report and balance sheet. 

The Committee after congratulating the supporters of the schools on the fact 
that the threatened erection of a Board Scho») on a site immediately adjoining 
the school buildings had been averted, state in their report that in accordance with the 
reecolution adopted last year, the schools had been placed under Government In 
the month of February the pupi's were for tho firet time examined by the Govern- 
ment Inspectors ; the committee had not yet received the official report of the 
Inepectors, but they have every reason to believe that the exsmivations showed 
highly satiefactury results. The report of the religious examinations was likewise 
thoroughly satisfactory. The present number of purils was 392 (179 boys and 153 
girls), the average daily attendance being 344 The fees received from pupil's 
amounted to £360 104. 3d. A large number of the pupils were educated either free 
of charge or at reduced fees, it being the constant desire of the committee that no 
child seeking admission in the schools should be excluded by reason of the inability 
ot its parents to pay for its education. Owing to the increasing number of pupils 
the committee had been obliged to augment the teaching staff. provision having 
also been made for the training of the pupil teachers. The committee solicit 
increased annual subscriptions, these being. together with the pupils’ fees. the only 
reliable soutee of income. It had been estimated that the total amount of éxpendi- 
ture would excee? the income by about £200, whilst there was no adequate reserve 
wherewith to meet the deficit. The income for the paxt year was £985 against an 
expenditure of £938 In addition to the amount received from school fees, £236 
were derived from annual subscriptions. The principal item of expenditure was 
£691 for salarirs. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, eaid 
that on former occasions he had compared the financial condition of the Schools 
with that of previous years. On the present occasion he was unable to do so in the 
first place becsuse the ba'ance-sheet embraced a period of thirteen months in order 
that the closing of the xccounts mivht agree with the end of the official year, as 
fixed by the Government Inepectors ; and secondly, because the step which the 
Committee had taken in putting the schools under Goverment had entailed heavy 
additional outlays in the shape of salaries to an increased staff and the purchase of 
books and other school materia!s required under the newsyvstem. Before the schools 
had been placed under Government it had not been necessary for the Commities to 
make regular annual appeals to the community, but in future it would become 
imperative, in consequence of the ingreased expenditure, to hold anniversary festi- 
vals, unless the Jewish public supported the institution in a more liberal manner. 
Another important fact which tended to reduce one of the sources of income was 
jhe large number of poor Jewish families who had settled in that neighbourhood, 
and which compeiled the Committee to admit many children either gratuitou-<ly or 
at a nomins! fee. He believed that theira was the only echool in which the children 
of persons in comparatively comfortable positions were taught side by side with 
poor children, who were benefited by being brought into contact with children of a 
better clase. With-respect to their fortus ate escape from having a Board School 
planted in their immediate neighbourhood, it was satisfactory to know that during 
the debate on the subject the members of the School Board had spoken in the 
higheet terms of the management and the arrangements of the Stepuey Jewirh 
Bchoole, After referring to the fa ourable manner in which the Government 
Inspector had reported of the Head Master (Mr. W. Ashe Payne), Mr. Adler concluced 
by mentioning that the girls’ school was in an extremely satisfactory condition, and 
that the resultsof the examination in that department were even higher than chose 
attained in the boys’ echool. 


Mr. B. Kiscu, Vice-President. in seconding the motion, reminded that section 


_ of the commonity interested in maintaining Jewish schools that the change which 


had been made in the schools was chiefly due to them and to the pressure which had 
been put upon the Committee by Jewi-h public opinion. The Committe», having 
thereby incurred a considerably larger expenditure, were consequently entitled to 
expect that the schools would in future be better supported by the public, Another 
claim which the schools had on those who desired to maintain sectarian schoo!'s was 
the effectual resistance of the Committee to the invasion of the district by a Board 
School, and it was but right to mention that this invasion had been averted mainly 
through the great and unremitting exertions of the President, to whom the beat 
thanks of the Committee and the well-wishers of the schools were due. 

After some remarks from Mr. ABaAHAM Levy, who observed that he did not 
share the President's gloomy forebodings, and thought, on the contrary, that 
the placing of the Schools under Government would prove to be of material advan- 
tage, the motion for the adoption of he report and balance-sheet was carried. 

The following honorary officers were re-elected for the ensuing year :—Presi- 
dent, Mr. M. N. Adler; Vice-President and Chairman of the Educational 
Committee, Mr. Benjamin Kish ; Treasurer, Mr. Leon Lewisohn ; Honorary Secre- 
tary, Mr. Henry Hymans. The valuable services which these gentlemen have 
rendered in their respective posts were made the subject of several favourable 
remarks, especial stress being laid on the advantages which resulted from the fact 
of Mr. H, Hymane residing in euch close proximity to the institution. 

The retiring members of the commitree were re-clested, and the following gentle- 
men were added to that body :—Dr.A. Cohen, Messrs. Eikan N, Adler, Alfred 
Heniy, and Stephen Hyam. 

Votes of thanks were passed to the honorary officers, the official correspondent 


Herbert Bentwitch), and the auditors (Messrs. Alfred Henry and Joseph P-

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, it was resolved that a letter of condoleace be

THE HAGADA—ITS HISTORY AND MEANING. 


On Sunday evening last, a paper was read before a meeting of the Jews’ College 
Literary and Debating Society, by Mr. Aaron Green, one of the stadents of the Jews’ 
College. The chair was taken by Dr. M. Friec llander, ani there wasa large attend- 
ance of members and visitors. Mr. Green, having br efly introdaced the subject, 
proceeded to state that from the Bible little cou'd be gathere! as to the manner in 
which the command “ And thou shalt t ll thy son, &c,” was to be carried out. The 
earliest sources to which wecan trace the Hagada are th+ Mishoa and Talmud. 
The Mishna preectibes the form known as as the one to be used 
The Talmad offers two others, viz, and It is probable, tere 
fore, that these three forms were originally placed in the Hagwla that any one of 
them might be chosen, and that evéntually all three became part of the Ritaal, 
proofs of the like being done heing very frequently found throughou’ the Litargy. 
A distinct border-line can be drawn between each of these three forms Mr. Greed 
took his audience through each par: of the Hagada, giving the sources from which 
they were derived, the dates at which they were placed in the Hagala, and the pro- 
bable reasons for their being there, comparing in alt cass the Hagada we read now 
with the printed Hagadas and MS8, of all ages in the British Museam, Tae com- 
position of NIOAD NG dated from the time of the exile of the Jews.

THE NEW EXODUS. 


— 


Tnx two letters on the subject of Russian Emigration which appeared in 
our last issue indicate that the problem has assumed a new phase. Hitherto 
America has seemed to be the goal towards which the Exodas from Russia 
would be directed. Bot now a new and formidable rival has made its 
appearance, a rival which has the important advantages of greater proximity, 
greater attraction for the emigrants, and an inexhaustible store of inspiring 
memories and associations. The Russian and Roumanian Jews have turned 
their eyes towards the Holy Land, which has been the aspiration of all the 
noblest Jewish hearts ever since the destraction of the Temple. It seems 
an appropriate moment, when we are about to celebrate the first great exodus 
to Palestine, to discuss the practicability and desirability of a New Exodus 
thither by those of our brethren who find hfe intolerable in the land of 
their present sojourn. | 
The interest of English Jews in such a movement is both direct and 
indirect, If the immigration into Palestine be on a large scale, any failure 
in its operation must inevitably affect English Jews, as well as those of all” 
the world. For amid all the utilitarianism and realism of the modern 
world, there is yet a magic about the name of Palestine to all who possess 


Jewish feeling. This gives a charm to the Jews of Palestine which rests far | 


more on this sentiment than on their presumptive merits, The indirect 
‘interest thus aroused on behalf of the proposed scheme is far more intense 
than any fear of possible burdens to be borne in case of failure, No Jew 
can look upon what may be the small beginnings of the long hoped-for 
return to Palestine without feeling all the historic fibres of his being atirred, 
and recalling the time of the earlier exodus which we bring to our children’s 
memory next week. This imaginative element cannot but be beneficial to 
the movement ; it contains a spring of energy and a fund of enthusiasm 
which may overcome any number of difficulties, 

Of course, there are difficulties. In every action in which a number of 
human beings are concerned, there lies the germ of possible hindrances, 
The two letters we printed last week, give very fully the pros and cons of 
movement, M, Nerrer, who, on this occasion, plays the part of avvocato 
del diavolo, is sternly precise on the possible causes of failure. The scarcity 
of fertile land, the need of acclimatisation, the unfair competition. and 


injurious action of the Arabs, the pressure of taxation, and of the Biblical 


agricultaral precepts, &c.—these and other difficulties are argued with much 
foree by M. Nerrer, whose personal acqaaintance with colonization in the Holy 
Land lend his remarks peculiar weight. To all this, however, we have but to 
reply, let us see if these cannot be avoided in the future. The use of previous 
failure should be experience for the fatare. If tbe land hitherto selected be not 
fertile enough, let more care be taken in the selection for the fature. If the 


_ Arabs are troublesome, influence should be directed to Constantinople to get 


better protection. As for acclimatisation, the emigrants intend spending 
the remainder of their lives unter the Syrian sun, and, at any rate, their 
children will become accustomel to the heat. Jews thrive in warmer 


_ Climates. The extortions of the tax-gatherer may be remedied by an appeal. 


tothe central government. Thus all the difficulties argued by Mr, Netrex 
might be made to disappear by the exercise of a little energy directed in 
the proper quarters, and guided by the experience of the very colonies whose 
failure is quoted as precedent. | 

Besides all this, M. Netrsr does not take into account the new aspect 
of the problem offered by the schemes of Mr. Oliphant and Mr. Cazalet. The 
colonization of the eastern banks ofthe Jordan under special protection by 


the Bultan would be free from many of the objections that have been urged 
‘gtinst previous attempts. very one who has studied the scheme of Mr. 


Oliphant in particular, has been convinced that it contains the element of 


| wuccess, and here we have the very best opportunity for making an experi- 


ment with it. Mr. Oliphant is, for the moment, in an excellent position to 
give all his experience and advice to the colonists, and it ia worth considera- 
tion whether such an opportanity should be thrown away, Everything 
combines to assist the realization of the scheme, The would-be colonists 
are ready to undertake the task,and in many cases do not require pecuniary 
assistance ; Mr. Oliphant is ready to organize and start the colony; and the 
interest of ail Europe is engaged in favour of any outlet from Russian per- 
secution. The ingredients of success for the scheme can scarcely ever 
again be so felicitously combined. 


And above all, the Russian and Roumanian Jews are bent on going 


| to Palestine. Whatever we may think or say as to the practicability of the 


New Exodus, it is evidently to take placa, The letter we published last week 
from the Roumanian Committee for Promoting Jewish Emigration showed 
distinctly the earnest desire and express intention of the Roumanian Jews 
to seek refuge in the Holy Land from the persecution they are made to 
euffer in the land of their birth or sojourn, To all the objections to Palestine 
colonization that can be pointed out the Jews of Russia and Roumania have 
one all-sufficient reply, “‘ We cannot be worse off there than here.” - Arab 
blackmail cannot be worse than the forced contributions to the Russian police 
and is superior to being ‘‘ baited.” Tho uncertainties of Syrian agricaltare 
cannot exceed the insecurity of Russian trade. In short, no difficulties in 
the way will daunt men who are crushed and persecuted in their native 
country and who desire at least to feel some moral satisfaction in life if they 
cannot hope to obtain material success, The desire to til the land their 
forefathers worked is a sentiment that is as strong in Ireland and France as 
awong the Russian Jews, and it is a sentiment that has called forth the 
sympathy of all who recognize an ideal element in Jewish life, 

That sentiment does not now appear for the first time in Jewish hi- tory. 


‘It has animated all the greatest Jews since the Dispersion ; it has caused 


our forefathers to cast many a longing glance at the Holy Land when the 
prospects of regaining it were far more hopeless than they are nowadays. 
Love for the Holy Land formed the romance of the medieval history of 
Judaism. Heine sings how Jenova Hareyr had a Jadylove who was 
no gay court lady or arbitress of the tournament bat a city discrowned of 
her native glory and her name was Jerusalem. When qvite an old man, 
Jenova left the practice of his profession , left wife and ildren 
and friends in order to feast his sight on the spot where the Holy of Holies 
had once rested, His celebrated ode to Zion expressed the deepest cun- 


victions of his heart and testified to his romantic attachment to the Holy. 


City. In this, as in much else, Jenova Havevi was a true representative 
of his people. While the chord of memory still vibrates in the hearts of 
Jews, the name of the Holy Land cannot be to them only a name. It hase 
spell of its own and that spell is attracting our unfortanate Russian and 
Roumanian brethren. 

The movement is irresistible. If we cannot stem the tide let us at 
least guide it into fruitfal channels. We cannot soffer ourselves to stand 
by with folded hands when this New Exodus is taking place. The 
greater the difficulty attending it, the greater the need for carefal 
plans from the outset and cordial co-operation with the -initiators 


of the movement. We are men of the modern time; it is ours to 


see that all the resources of modern organization should be applied 
to this movement, We Jews have held for nearly two thousand years that 
the consummation of the ages of suffering we have passed through will only 
‘be reached when we again possess the land cf our fathers, Is that trust to 


die away just at the mome.t when it appears about to be fulfilled? Or is — 


it to be expected that the Return will be bronght about by means so mys- 
terious as to be beyond the co-operation of human beings? God works His 
Will through the will of men, and if the prophecies are to be fulfi:led it will 
be because they wiil be fulfilled by human wilis and energies, These may 
seem to be hi-h topics to drag into connection with a practical plan for 
placing a few Jewish colonies in Palestine. But it is from small beginnings 
such as these that great events often arise, and the return of a small body 
of Jews to the Holy Land can never fail to bring to mind the possibility 


and the practicability of the larger Retura to which all Jewish history and 
all Jewish aspirations have hitherto pointed, |

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The Right Honble. The Earl of Chesterfield, 
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ENGLISH INTERVENTION IN FAVOUR OF OPPPRESSED JEWS. 


Baron Henny pe Worms in a letter which appeared in the Times of last 
Wednesday, has directed the attention of Englishmen to an historical incident 
of the deepest interest to the Jews. That “History repeats itself" is true 
enough, and nowhere is the truth of the adage so completely, alas, borne out as 
in the history of Jew-baiting. But it does seem peculiarly appropriate that Baron 
de Worms has been thus enabled to make so thorough and convincing a reply to 
the cold and incredulous ministerial statement that there existed no precedent 
to justify interference with the doniestic legislation of a foreign Government. 
The inimical attitnude which the Russian Government has taken up against their 
Jewish subjects, with a view to expel them from the fairest portions of the 
Empire, has its prototype in that assumed about a century anda half ago by 
Maria Theresa, Queen of Hungary and Bohemia, Archduchess and afterwards 
Empress of Austria. 

This high and mighty sovereign had conceived a most violent antipathy 
against our people, and had resolved and perhaps, in her bigotry, solemnly 
yowed their banishment from her domains. On the 22nd December, 1744, she 
published, at Prague, an edict ordering all Jews to evacuate Bohemia before the 
end of February, 1745.. A similar decree was promulgated in Moravia. 

The most influential representations were brought to bear upon her to 
induce her to abandon her inhuman design, but. for it long while she remained 
obdurate. The most she could. be persuaded to concede was to give the 
unhappy Jews one month's further “ grace,” and unfortunately, and perhaps, as 
the English Ambassador hints, intentionally, the publication of the edict 

ranting this boon was deferred so long, that many thousands of our brethren 
fad already expatriated themselves from Prague. Happily, however, milder 
counsels in the end prevailed, and the Queen yielded to the earnest 
and almost peremptory remonstrance of her ally George the Second. The 
Ambassadors of England and the Netherlands were joined by those of 
Bweden, Denmark, and Poland, and their combined efforts had finally the good 
result to persuade Maria Theresa to rescind the Decree of Expulsion. On 
the 25th May, 1745, the following Decree was ‘published :— 

“ Her Majesty the Queen of Hungary, &c., impelled by her natural clemency 
and by the pressing advocacy of the King of Great Britain and of th¢ States 
General of the United Netherlands, grants permission to the Jewish nation to 
dwell in the Kingdom of Bohemia and the Margravate of Moravia, and there to 
follow their business pursuits. 

In grateful memory of the Queen's merey the Jews had a medal struck. 

The action of the English Government in this matter, so creditable an in- 
stance of true liberalism and enlightened toleration is, we fear, new to most of 
our readers, nor have we even seen even a reference to it in any English or even 
Anglo-Jewish History. We fancy that the stirring events of 1744 and 1745— 
our foreign wars and above all the Scottish rebellion under the Young Pretender 
—had crowded out this, to us, noteworthy circumstance even from the cumbrous 
tomes of Lord Mahon, who. devotes seven long volumes toa history of: the 
seventy years between the Peace of Utrecht and that of Versailles. 

Be this as it may, we Jews remain deeply indebted to George IL, who, 
despite his shortcomings, ever showed himself to us friendly and well disposed, 
It will be remembered that it was by his express desire that in 1753 his ministers, 
Mr. Pelham and the Duke of Newcastle, attempted to better the condition of 
Jewish residents in England by passing the premature Naturalisation Act. 

Our German contemporary, Der Jsrae/it,of Mainz, devoted last week a highly 
inderesting “ Leitende Artikel” to this subject, and has been, we are assured, the 
meansof drawing Baron de Worms attention to an episode in the annals of Judaism 


until now almost unknown. The /srae/it contrasts the resolute and enlightened 


course the English Government took im 1744 with the wavering hesitation of 
the ultra-Liberal Cabinet of 1882, and, we need not add, that the comparison it 
institutes is unfavourable to the latter. | 

We are ourselves of opinion that had Mr. Gladstone been aware of this 
historical precedent, and its success, he would have found reason to give a more 
satisfactory response to the Baron's motion of the rd inst., and would not have 
constrained himself to be more than usually cool and diplomatic. But we aré 
still hopeful that, if there be truth in the disheartening reports we receive as to 
fresh legislation by the Russian Government against the Jews yet more restric- 
tive, more aggressive, more barbarous than heretofore, and we fear that they 
are but too true, the Court of St. James’ will yet exert its weighty influence 
with that of St. Petersburgh, even as it did with that of the Kaiserstadt in 1744, 
and will again intercede in behalf of our brethren in the sacred name of 
humanity. 

The originals of the memorable correspondence which passed between the 
Karl of Harrington, our then Secretary of State, the celebrated Earl of 
Chesterfield, and Sir Thomas Robinson, our Ambassador at Vienna, are to be 
found among the State Papers in the Public Record Office in Fetter Lane. We 
publish this week a few extracts from copies wo had made there :—

My Lord—I am ata loss how to answer fully your lordship’s letters of the 26th Sein » 
and 22nd past, O.S. concerning H.M.’s Royal Intercession for a reversal of th 
sentence passed upon the Jews in the Countries, whereby they are ordered to depart ma 
«ix months’ time. Before l was honoured with the first of these orders, the Queen had 
commanded her Ministers to receive no Foreign Representations upon a point on which, 
as depending upon her sole Sovereign Will, she was at liberty to do as she pleased. Thj 
was the subject of the answers given to the Dutch Envoy, these were the reasons al] ; 
for refusing, for some time at least, to receive from the Danish Secretary, and from 4 
agent of the Elector of Mentz, the respecti ve letters and representations of their Sinshens 
and this was partly the style with which Count Ulfeld received my applications. What 
he principally seomed to take ill—though I opened, myself, as commanded by your lord 
ship's first instructions in the tenderest and most friendly manner—was what he saw ~ 
knew to be the strength of the orders I had received, by which he meant the conclusion 
of your lordship’s letter, where I was commanded to ezert myself with all possible wal and 
diligence - and to prove to me that my orders were such, he produced a French trans},. 
tion of them, which had been sent by M. Wasner. Whereupon I told him that the 
personal zeal and diligence of a minister in an affair, which 1 perceived was to become 
delicate, would consist in showing the nature and true meaning of that amiable wor’ 
Intercession, and though it might be possible for the Queen to forbid her Ministers to 
receive any foreign Representation, yet it;would be difficult to hinder such a gracious 
Intercession of the King and of other great and powerful friends to the House of Austria 


from reaching her Hungarian Majesty. Count Ulfeld in softening said I was in the right 


for though aceording to his orders he could not enter into the matter with me. yet he 
would not, and could not secrete the translation of my orders, as sent by M. W asner 
which with the rest of that Minister's packet would be laid before the Queen, and make. 
he hoped, its own true impressions. 

When I spoke to Count Staremberg, he said, amongst other things, the Queen's ancestors 
hal thought proper to come to like measures with respect to the Jewish nation, in one - 
other of their Territories, but then things had been done with less precipitation and severity 
Not to mention what has passed with the other ministers in daily discourses, both before 
and since the King’s instructions, I shall beg leave to observe in general that theses 
not one who does not disclaim all share and part whatsoever in this ungenerons 
sentence, and what is certain, they had all both separately and jointly given their advice 
against it, till the injunction above mentioned. But H. Hungarian Majesty, to on 
short their representations, had, I am well assured, enforced. that injunction by letting 
them perceive she should suspect any man who should presume to divert her resolution 
as one influenced by Jewish money, or too attentive to his private interests, or to those 
of his friends and relations ; for, besides the general loss that will accrue to the Queen's 
revenue, for which she affects an absolute indifference, there is hardly a man of estate 
in Bohemia and Moravia who will not suffer greatly in his private economy. 

The Great Duke and Prince Charles themselves have gone as great lengths as possible 
to divert the Queen's resolution, During H.M.’s lying in I addressed myself to his 
Royal Highness, who told me frankly that, notwithstanding all his endeavours 
he found it impossible to get the edict revoked, but as to the time. of - the 
execution whether a week. fl month, or more months, it was not, he said, 
absolutely fixed. I should do an injustice to this Prince, if I omitted to express 
the compassionate concern he was under. He told me in confidence the ill-opmnion 
the Qneen had conceived of me personally, as who, she had heard, should, before 
could receive any. orders, have said that ‘‘ Her Hungarian Majesty fmust be 
in great opnience indeed to throw so much of her revenues out of the windows.” 
My lord, there is no accounting for this. singular affair, but by imputing it to some rash 
vow, or at least to some very early insurmountable prejudice in the course of her 
education. Her aversion to the sight of a Jew was too great to be concealed, When a 
Presburg, she could not pass from the town to her palace but throngh the very. street

We thought we ‘had gained something 
in obtaining a respite of a month only for the evacuation of Prague, which had been 
fixed for the last day of February. chihail lempo, ha ta vita. 

I gave Count Ulfeld a memorandum, of which I enclose copy, to hand to the Queen, 
and pointed out to him the true meaning of my paper, which I told him was a concise 
refutation of all that I had heard alleged against a foreign intervention in so domestick 
an affair. A great sovereign, I said, would speak to a great sovereign, an ally covld 
speak to an ally. a friend surely might open his heart to a friend, so that if this method 
did not succeed, | could only pray that God to. whom the Queen was going to make so 
solemn a thanksgiving* to inspire Her Majesty with more charitable and compassionate 


‘ sentiments, Simce which, Count Ulfeld told -M. Burmania, with respect to our joint 


representations, that the Queen. went away bien ulecrée : and he has told me that, with 
respect to my private office and his charging himself with it, the Queen gave him #0 
disagreeable a parting that he should remember it-his whole life, for what she had said 
upon the particular affair of the Jews had drawn on the repetition of many old re- 
proaches.

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


We understand that daring Mr. F. D, Mocatta’s recent visit to Berlin he 
bad the high honour of an interview with the Crown Priacess of Germany, who 
gave expression to the warmest feelings of sy inpathy with the safferings of the 
Jews in Rassia, In discussing the emigration question, ber I nperial Highness 
urged that the propoeal to settle the Jewish refagees from Russia in certein 
localities in Canada should receive ths fullest and most favourable consideration. 

[t was reported in St. Petersburg on Wednesday last that the hareh edict 
by which the Jewish apothecaries in this city are to be compelled to sell their 
businesses and quit St. Petersburg has received [wperial sanction. 

The St. Petersbarg correspondent of the Times telegraphed. on Monday : 
The Golos refuses to believe in the extraordinary piece of information which 
the Herold. one of the German newspapers of the Capital, gave to its readers 
{he other day, to the effect that the Minister of the Interior refuses to allow 
Jews to exercise any longer the profession of chemists aud apothecaries, in St. 
Petersburg. According to the //erold, the proprietor of a certain chemist shop, 
was called up by the chief of the police and shown an order of the Minister of 
the Interior, wherein it was stated that Jews could no longer be tolorated in St. 
Petersburg as apothecaries. The apothecary in question has, therefore, to sell 
his business to some one of non-Jewish farth within the apace of 12 months, 
and 14 other Jewish chemists have evidently to follow hig example. The law, | 
it appears, does not permit Jews to becone apothecarics in St Petersburg, bat 
like many other absurd statutes agaiast the Jews, thia restriction was nover 
enforced until the recent anti-Semitic movement. Oa the contrary, a great 
number, and probably the majority, of the fine chemists’ shops here have always 
been kept by Jews. Lo this business, as in nearly every other in Russia requir- 
ing intelligence and accurate knowleige, the Jews have beea first and foremost. 
If it be trae that this occupation is now to be interdicted to the Je va, it is only 
a further ijlustration of the determination of the present authorities to go with 
the popular dislike and prejadice. Bas, as the Golos observes, it is to be hoped 
that the intelligence is ouly a ramour and wili turn out to be untrue. 

Tue Herold of the 28th published intelligence from Kieff stating that an order 
has been issued by the authorities of that place requiring the Jews to abandon 
their residences in the Podol Commercial Q rarter, and to remove to the suburbs 
on the other side of the canal. Tne Here// adds that the order also directs 
that Jewish domestic servants, unless authorised to reside in Kieff, shall relin- 
quieh their situations and leave the town, and that the Jewish inhabitants shall 
dismiss their Christian servan's. 

Renewed anti-Jewish distarbances have occurred in mauy districts of 
the Guvernmenat of Ekaterinoslaw and the Jews are fleeing frum the villages 
into the towns in order to solicit help from their well-to-do coreligionists 
to leave the country. The robbers and rioters assert that nu Imperial 
mandate is in existence forbidding the perpetration of outrages on Jews or the 
theft of their property, and that many of them who took part in the disturbances 
of last summer escaped without any punishment. : 

lo the town of Novo-Tcharkoff great. agitation prevails against the Jews 
in consequence of the conetant distrioution of anonymous circulars calling upon 
the people to avenge themselves upon the Jews, who are charged with having 
committed many crimes, of which they are wholely guiltless, 

We have received some additioual particulars respecting the anti-Jewish 
riote at Tchegrin (Government of Kieff) on a recent market-day. One of the 
principal sufferers was aa individual named Sabalowski. The rioters, after 
having smashed the windows from without, broke open the door and entered 
‘the house, where they destroyed the furniture and other household goods, as 
well as the wares by which Subalowski gained a living. He, together with 
several members of his family, took to flight, bat in his hurry he ieft behind 
bim his aged mother and a young daughter. The invaders demanded money 
from these females, who, being too terrified to speak, were unable to tell them 
where they wight find the few roubles that were in the house, The rioters then 
ransacked the.house, and, by way of punishment to the two females for ths 
trouble thus given, they inflicted serious bodily injuries on them, but they spared 
the young girl from any indignity. Four of the principal persons implicated 
in this case have been arrested, Anti-Jewish disturbanees of a similar 
character aré also reported from Khartoff-Boroza, in the Government of Wrodno. 
The market-day appears to be generally chosen for the perpetration of these 
attacks upon the Jews, 3 

Serious disturbances took place duriog last month in the town of Pogosta, 
where tue populace, taking advantage of the absence of the chief magistrate 
plundered or destroyed the property of the Jews. ‘The firat house they attacked 
was that of a certain M. Bernstein; whom they maltreated so severely, that his 
life was for some time despaired of. His wife, who attempted to call for help, 
was also seriously injared. The cries of the children in the house brought a 
number of Jews to the spot, and the rioters, fiading themselves outoumbered, 
withdrew for a time, but they soon returned armed with sticks and murderous 
weapons, and then continued their work of destruction without. any inter- 
ference on the part either of Jews or of any person in anthority. 

According to reports from St. Petersburg, M. Pobedenosoff, Procureur of 
the Holy Synod, and former tutor to the present Czar, has forbidden the Jews 
from dealing in future in sacred images or other articles of a religious 
character. 

A correspondent writing from Moscow, and referring to the expulsion of 
several hnndred Jews from that city, says that the Cirief of Police is solely 
. fesponsible for this cruel decree, the Governor-Genera!, Prince Viadimir Dolgo 
roukcil, having no jurisdiction whatsoever in the matter, The Jews, according 
to the same correspondent, bave to thank this high-minded and liberal fanction- 
ary for having hitherto been spared from violence on the part of the mob, the 
Ulwill which exists against theni being confined to sundry articles in some of. 
the Moscow journals, and to some official acts of harshness on the part of the 
police, The Prince's time is said to be so fully occupied that he has no leisure

THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES. 


Tite influx of Jewish refugees from Russia. continues in an unabated 
stream. “They arrive in London at the rate of nearly one hundred a week. As 
we have mentioned, a special department of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
has been created to deal with these cases. The Rev. M. Keizer, has charge of 
this department, and he is assisted by the members of a special Conjoint Com- 
mittee, consisting of representatives of the Committee of the Mansion House 
Relief Fund and the Board of Guardians. Mr. E. M. Leon is the chairman of 
this committee, and Mr. Lionel L. Alexander the hon. secretary. The members of 
the committee attend in rotation at the offices of the Board, and every case 
receives very careful consideration and is only dealt with after minute investi- 
gation. Those who came to London at first were chiefly from a few cen'tres 
such as Elizabethgrad, Kieff, and Odessa. But during the {past fortnight 
refugees: have arrived from all parts of Russia and Poland: The task of 
relieving them becomes increasingly difficult. The onerous duties of the 
committee were greatly increased by Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, President of the 
Board, receiving on Monday the following telegram from the Hebrew Emigrant 
Aid Society of New York :—‘ Only young unmarried refugees _ should 
emigrate thither; send neither families nor farmers; cable receipt hereof.” 
It is clear that the refugees cannot all remain’ in London, and emigration 
further is principally the only help they seek. Many of them, too, have 
relatives already settled in various parts of the United States, A large pro- 


- portion of the refugees express a decided preference for agriculture, and not a 
few have been agriculturists in Russia. 


The proportion of handicraftemen 
is also very large. A total of 207 families, comprising 392 souls, have already 
been assisted. 228 have emigrated, and 78 remain here.This total, however, 
represents merely a portion of the Russian applicants. Those only who are 
from violence and oppression being assisted by the 
conjoint committee, the remainder are relieved by the Board of Guardians-in 
the usual way. In fact, it is a serious feature of the present movement that a 
very large accession to. the mass of foreign poor in London will result. In 
Germany, few appear to be relieved in any other way than by merely being 
assisted to London. : 

About eighty of the Russian emigrants left London for New York last 
Friday by the “ Assyrian Monarch,” of the Monarch line, belonging to the Royal 
Exchange Shipping Company (managers—Messrs. John Patton., jun, & Co.) 
This was the vessel which carried the elephant, Jumbo. Mr. Fishers, one of 
the managing owners of the vessel, took a personal interest in the comfort. of 
the poor emigrants, whe were, by the kindness of the owners, allowed to go on 
board in London a day before the ship sailed from Gravesend, in order to avoid 
A touching incident occurred at. Gravesend, 
where the Baroness Burdett-Coutts visited the vessel. Her ladyship has 
subscribed to the Mansion House Relief Fund ; and her interest in suffering 
humanity is well known. She expressed a desire to say a few words to the 
poor emigrants, and they were collected together on the upper deck and ad- 
dressed by her; after which they made a brief reply, to thank the Baroness 
for her interest in their fate. One of the emigration officers of the line, Mr. 
Pash, himself an Israelite, acted as interpreter; but many of the emigrants 
themselves speak excellent German. Lady Coutts, to the great joy of the 
emigrants, left a sum of money to be expended in fruit and other trifling 
luxuries for the women and children. It was most interesting to see the sons 
and husbands hastening to tell the news to their ya ere The first 
distribution was made immmediately after her ladyship’s departure ; 
others were to follow every two or three days during the voyage. 
As the Baroness left the ship many of the poor ae crowded around 
her, kissing the hem of her garment—thanking and blessing her. Divine service 
was duly solemnised on board by the emigrants, who had also their own kosher 
food and their own commissariat arrangements generally. The service on 
Sunday morning was solemnised by the emigrants, one of them who acted as 
havan wearing the talith, other men using their tephillin, The Christian travel- 
lers on board who witnessed this service related, with surprise, that they saw 
many of the Jewesses also joining in the service, reading from the books of 
prayer, About 500 lbs. of motzos were supplied for the use of the emigrants 
during Passover. 

About fifty emigrants will leave next Thursday for the United States, when 
similar arrangements for their voyage will be made.

Bynagogue was held on Wedtnerday last, at the Vestry Room, Bevis Marks There 
were present: Mr. Daninxi CASTELLO in the Chair; Meere Gabriel 8.

‘The Madrid. correspondent of the Standard, telegraphing on Taesday 
announces that the Spanish Government having been informed tha 
France and Italy had ordered their ministers residentin Tangiers to pay 
visita in state to the Saltan of Morocco, at bisa chief residence in Fe 
immediately instructed Senor Disosdado, its Minister in Tangiers to follow 
them. The object of the present tission is te insist upon the better fulfilment 
of the promises of the Sultan, made after the Madrid Conference, for the better 
treatment of the Hebrews, and the more exact observance of the Consular pro- 
tectorate over the native agents of the European traders, 

We learn’ from Tangier that owing to the ecarcity of grain at Rabst 
which has been occasioned by the want of water, the Government has fixed the 
price of corn ata moderate rate in order that it may be accessible to all classes, The 
poor Jews, however, being excluded from this right, suffer great hardships, and they 
are only able to obtain corn by having recourse to Europeans who buy it for them 
under the pretext that they require it for their‘own use. We have also just learnt 
of the following act of injustice perpetrated in the city of Morocco. where the 
Emperor is at present staying. A Jew, named Raphael Benitar, uuder [ti'jan pro. 
tect on, has for some past carriei on the bu inees of a baker in Morocco city, 
R -cent!y several soldiers abruptly entered the bakery, forbibly removed aii the bread 
as well as the money which the Jew had ia the place, put his emp!oyé iato prison, 
and closed the bakehouse, The victim complained of these arbitrary provesdiags 
but failed to receive redress,
